A VILLAGE handyman's past as 
a murderer and prison escapee 
emerged after he was arrested 
over a road rage incident. 

Andrew Rodger, 68, of Garelochead, 
Argyll, launched a foul-mouthed 
tirade at a cyclist, telling him he 
would mow him down in his van if 
they were alone, 

But the focus of his threats was an 
off-duty policeman and Rodger ended 
up at Dumbarton Sheriff Court 

Now the local odd job man can 
beunmasked asa killer who staged 
one of the most audacious prison 
breakouts in histo 

Rodger made his bid for freedom 
while serving life for murder after he 
bludgeoned a swimming pool 
attendant to death with a crowbar 
when he was caught stealing from a 
vending machine in 1987 

He and two other inmates escaped 
from a high security prison on the Isle 
of Wight in 1995, 

The Aleatraz-style breakout at 
Parkhurst saw the trio construct the 
own ladder, handcraft a gun and 
make a master key that 
ma ameter ey hat 
in the prison 

They spent nights on 
the run, managing to 
evade a massive police 
hunt involving sniffer 
dogs and helicopters. 

After his release in 
2006, Rodger moved to 
Garelochhead, where he's 
built close group of pals, 

But his past came to 
light when he appeared 
at court last week to 
admit trying to attack 
the cyelist with a torch 
near Her Majesty's Naval Base Clyde. 

It emerged the victim was an off 
duty Ministry of Defence police officer 
who captured the incident on camera.

loss. Smokers are up to four times more likely to lose 
their sight than someone who has never smoked. 
“Toxic chemicals in tobacco smoke can damage the 
delicate surface and internal structure of the eye 
leading to a raised risk of conditions including AMD, 
thyroid eye disease, dry eye and poor colour vision.” 
Be screen smart. Avoid 
. eye strain when working at 
screen by following the 
20-20-20 rule: look 20ft 
infront of you every 20 
minutes for 20 seconds. 
Eat less meat and more 
it fish, “Just one portion of 
fish a week can reduce 
your risk of developing AMD by up to 40 per cent, 
while ditching a diet high in meat (more than 100g 
daily - the equivalent of two small sausages) could 
cut your risk of cataracts," said David. 
A healthy weight helps protect the retina against 
the breakdown of cells and the onset of AMD and 
prevents damage to blood vessels linked to glaucoma. 

Studies have shown that regular 
‘exercise, such as walking, can reduce the risk of 
‘age-related macular degeneration by up to 70 per 
cent and decrease the risk of age-related cataracts 
too, says Dr Nigel Best of Specsavers, Take a brisk 
20-minute walk at least four times a week.

Lancet revealed that even mild levels of hearing 
loss increase the long-term risk of cognitive decline 
and dementia in people aged 55 and over.

Have hearing checks every two 
years, or annually once you hit 
5S, Ask your GP for areferral if 
youhave concerns or arrange a 
test at a pharmacy o opticians. 
Notice excess noise, suggested 
MED-EL audiologist Patrick 
DiHaese. if you have to shout to 
be heard by someone an arm's 
lenath away, the noise is too loud. Wear earplugs at 
concerts and noisy environments, and keep your 
distance from speakers: 

Switch earbuds for headphones, These isolate 
background noise so you can listen at a lower volume 
and provide more space between the source of sound 
and your inner ear. 

"Use volume limits on smartphone and 
headphones, which warn when the sound is too 

high” said Gordon Harrison, chief audiologist for 
Specsavers. The United Nations estimates that 
around 50 per cent of young people listen to unsafe 
levels of sound through personal audio devices, so 
limit headphone music to 60 per cent of the 
maximum volume (anything above 85 decibels is 
harmful) and take regular breaks.
